Suspected  killer  holed 
up  in  Dundalk  home

Suspected  serial  killer  Joseph  C. 
Palczynski  has  barricaded  himself 
along  with  at  least  three  hostages 
and  a variety  of  weapons  in  the 
Bowleys  Quarters  home  of  his  ex- 
girlfriend’s  mother,  according  to  tele- 
vision station  WJZ.  Bowleys  Quar- 
ters is  a section  of  Dundalk  that  is 
less  than  20  miles  from  the  Ever- 
green campus.  Local  residents  were 
instructed  to  stay  in  their  homes, 
and  a number  of  families  were  sent 
to  nearby  Bershire  Elementary  as  a 
precaution.  The  stand-off  was  on- 
going at  press  time. 

Police  admitted  Thursday.-March 
1 6 that  they  were  no  closer  to  find- 
ing Palczyitski.  accused  of  killing 
four  people  and  kidnapping  two 
others,  after  nine  days  of  exhaus- 
tive searching.  “We  just  don’t 
know  where  he  is,”  Capt.  Joseph 
Burris,  commarukr  of  the  Essex  pre- 
ciiKt-  had  told  The  Baltimore  Sun. 
They  announced  a $ 1 0.000  reward 
tn  hopes  of  soliciting  information 
leading  to  the  fugitive’s  arrest. 
However,  the  department  also  be- 
gan reassigning  officers  involved 
m the  search. 

.According  to  WJZ,  police  allege 
that  on  March  Palcz)'nski  fatally 
shot  George  arxl  Gloria  Jean  Shenk, 
the  couple  his  ex-girlfricnd  Tracy 
Whitehead  had  moved  ui  with  after 
filing  assault  charges  against  him 
on  March  4.  In  the  incident.  White- 
head  was  kidnaj^ied  and  neighbor 
DasidMeNrars  was  killed  Later,  Jen-

a harrowing  trip  through  Hell

The  images  that  a typical  college 
student  may  have  of  Hell  could  pos- 
sibly be  a ^eling  macroeconomics 
final  or  a Friday  nigjit  with- 
out partying.  There  are  a se- 
lect few  college  students, 
however,  whose  images  of 
Hell  are  much  more  philo- 
sophical and  thoughtful.

Ultimately,  Dante  laments  the  state 
of  human  affairs  and  prays  to  find 
God,  Despite  the  content,  the  play 
has  an  upbeat  ending,  as  Dante 
climbs  from  the  depths  of  Hell  to 
behold  the  stars.

The  play,  and  the  poem  it  was 
based  on,  follow  Dante’s  voyage 
guided  by  Virgil,  played  by  Paul  Eder 


’02andJoshuaWamer-Burke  '00  re- 
spectively, through  the  seven  circles 
of  Hell  as  he  witnesses  the  sinnere 
and  the  tortures  that  they  must  en- 
dure. Along  the  way,  he  meets  sin- 
nere  of  every  kind,  from  the  lustful 
Francesca  (Corinne 
Manley  ’03)  who  was  killed 
by  her  husband  after  an 
adulterous  encounter  with 
Paolo  and  Count  Ugolino 
(Steve  Somerville  ’00)  who 
was  starved  to  death  by  the 
Archbishop  Ruggieri  and 
spends  eternity  gnawing  at 

his  neck.  In  between  there 

axe  the  suicides,  played  by 
Cberyl  McGee  ’03,  and  Alberta  (Sun- 
shine Henle  ’03)  and  Bocca  (Julie 
Work ’03)  to  commited  trecherous  acts 
against  those  who  cared  for  them  and 
are  eternally  encased  in  ice.

nifer  McDonel  was  shot  as 
Palczynski  attempted  to  steal  a car. 
On  March  10,  Palczynski  took  a 
freight  train  to  Virginia,  where  he 
stole  guns  and  a vehicle  from  a 
home.  William Terrellwasforcedto 
return  him  to  Baltimore  County 
when  the  stolen  truck  broke  down. 
After  this  last  confirmed  sighting, 
police  began  an  extensive  search 
of  the  area. 

Student  reaction  has  been  mixed 
to  this  story,  which  has  been  receiv- 
ing national  attention.  Barry 
Johnson  ’01  commented,  “It's 
strange  ...  I'm  not  used  to  things 
like  this  happening  near  me." 

Sara  IGassen  ’02  commented,  “I 
don’t  have  any  thoughts  about  the 
serial  killer,  I just  hc^  he  doesn't 
loll  me.”  In  alL  students  didn't  seem 
concerned  about  Palczynski,  al- 
though many  rtoted  that  the  pres-

Ellis  earns  second  Fulbright  Award 

English  scholar  to  teach  in  Germany  next  year

Dr.  Juniper  Ellis,  a Loyola  En- 
glish professor  recently  won  a 
•ulbright  Scholar  grant  to  teach  at 
the  Univeisitat  Trier,  a university 
in  western  Germany,  on  the  border 
ofFrance  and  Belgium.  The  grant 
will  allow  Dr.  EUis  to  teach  classes 
while  continuing  her  own  research 
on  the  cultural  influence  Germany 
las  had  on  the  writers  and  pieces 
she  teaches. 

Ellis  first  applied  for  the  grant  in 
the  fell  of  1999,  choosing  Germany 
as  her  desired  location.  Her  appli- 
cation went  first  through  an  Ameri- 
can committee  and  then  to  the 
Fulbright  Commission  in  Germany. 

After  both  of  those  groups  ap- 
proved her  ^plication,  it  was  sent 
to  the  United  States  executive  gov- 
ernment for  a final  review.  In  the 
end,  Ellis  received  an  honor  few 
people  ever  achieve;  she  was 
named  a Fulbright  Scholar,  and  re- 
ceived the  grant  she  wanted. 

As  a graduate  student,  EUis  was 
named  a Fulbright  Fellow,  an 
achievement  through  which  she 
was  able  to  study  in  New  Zealand 
and  meet  many  of  the  writers  about 
whom  she  now  teaches.  She  has 
also  received  two  other  grants:  the 
Andrew  W.  Mellon  and  the  Jacob 
K.  Javitz. 

‘T  do  not  believe  in  getting 
grants  for  the  sake  of  grants,"  says 
Dr.  EUis.  “I  have  a deep  desire  to 


leam  and  to  share  my  own  knowl- 
edge with  other  students.  I think 
this  desire  came  through  in  my  ap- 
plication.” 

Dr.  Ellis  teaches  and  studies  both 
American  literature  and  Post-colo- 
nial literature.  Her  specialization, 
however,  is  Maori  and  Pacific  Is- 
land literature,  and  this  will  the  fo- 
cus of  her  research  and  much  of  her

teaching.  According  to  Dr.  Ellis, 
this  literature  is  “incredibly  vibrant 
and  alive.  In  recent  years,  friere  has 
been  an  amazing  outpouring  of 
work  from  that  pan  of  the  world." 

Dr.  Ellis  also  studies  and  exam- 
ines American  writers  such  as  Jack 
L<mdon,  Herman  MelviUe  and  Mark 
Twain  who  both  visited  and  wrote 


about  New  Zealand  and  the  Pa- 
cific Islands. 

According  to  Dr.  Ellis  and  other 
professors  on  campus,  studying 
Maori  and  Pacific  Island  literature 
enhances  the  Jesuit  conception  of 
education.  “There  is  [in  this  writ- 
ing] a strong  commitment  to  think- 
ing about  the  ways  words  and 
ideas  shape  the  world  so  that  the 
words  expressed  and  the  works 
created  transform  the  way  people 
live  their  lives,”  says  Dr.  Ellis.  “Spe- 
cifically, the  writers ...  promotejust 
ways  of  viewing  the  world  and  act- 
ing in  it.” 

Post-colonial  literature  in  gen- 
eral tends  to  encompass  many  of 
the  lessons  and  issues  necessary 
to  a Jesuit  education,  such  as  the 
way  in  which  faith  can  transform 
the  world. 

This  writing  also  deals  exten- 
sively with  the  way  in  which  cul- 
tures can  meet  and  leam  from  one 
another.  “At  the  heart  of  it  all,” 
commented  Ellis,  “there  is  a com- 
mitment to  compassionate  exami- 
nation of  differing  peoples  and  tra- 
ditions.” 

Ellis  believes  that 
multiculturalism  is  an  extremely  im- 
portant facet  of  this  literature  and 
should  be  recognized  as  such. 
“Even  though  geographically 
these  places  seem  far  away,  the  is- 
sues these  writers  portray ...  speak 
very  immediately  to  us  and  to  our 
own  situations.  These  writers

The  Office  of  Public  Safety  is 
currently  discussing  the  possibil- 
ity of  adding  a K-9  unit  to  the  Cam- 
pus Police  Force.  According  to  the 
Uyola  College  K-9  web  site,  one 
dog  is  being  trained,  her  name  is 
Chyna  and  she  is  a 21 -month-old 
Fila  Brasitcro 

The  Fila  Brasilcro  breed  origi- 
nated in  Brazil  and  is  a cross  be- 
tween mastiff,  blood  hound,  and 
Old  Spanish  bulldog.  According 
to  the  Fila  Brasilcro  Club  of 
America  web  site,  the  females  of 
the  Fila  breed  typical  weigh  be- 
tween 125  and  160  lbs.,  and  while 
not  as  tall  as  a Great  Dane,  Filas 
“tend  to  have  a massive  body." 
They  arc  characterized  as  being 
excellent  guard  dogs  and  very  ath- 
letic. 

The  Loyola  K-9  web  site  states 
that.  “The  objective  of  the  K-9 
Unit  IS  to  provide  line  support  to 


ihc  Patrol  Division  and  the  Cnmi- 
nal  Investigation  Division  within 
ihe  Department  of  Public  Safety 
with  a highly  mobile  specially 
trained  police  dog.  The  police  K-9 
has  particular  attributes  in  search- 
ing for  items  or  people  that  can 
quickly  facilitate  their  location.  In 
this  regard,  the  required  resources 
can  be  properly  utilized  with  addi- 
tional safety  for  the  police  officer.” 

In  the  Frequently  Asked  Ques- 
tions section  of  their  web  site,  the 
Fila  Brasilcro  Club  responds  to  the 
question  of  socialization  making 
the  Fila  friendlier  by  saying,  “No. 
It  is  Fila.  Do  not  fool  yourself,  and 
never  be  inattentive  of  your  Fila. 
Your  Fila  may  accept  people  in 
general  but  if  someone  makes  a 
wrong  move  in  the  eyes  of  your 
dog  it  will  revert  to  its  instinctual 
behavior.” 

Richard  Smith,  the  director  of 
Public  Safely,  stressed  that  this  is 
“not  an  official  program  yet,"  and 
that  the  SGA  Public  Safety  Forum, 


slated  to  take  place  in  April,  will 
serve  as  the  introduction  of  the 
dog  to  the  campus  community.  The 
Safety  Forum  will  provide  an  op- 
portunity  for  Public  Safety  to  talk 
about  the  dog  and  allow  members 
of  the  Loyola  campus  to  discuss 
how  they  feel  about  the  possible 
addition  of  the  K-9  program. 

Currently,  Officer  Ray  Meseroll, 
who  has  been  a member  of  Cam- 
pus Police  since  1 990,  will  handle 
the  proposed  K-9  unit.  Meseroll 
was  not  available  for  comment. 

Student  reaction  varied.  "The 
program  is  well  intended  but  1 just 
don’t  think  it  is  necessary,  based 
on  my  experience  on  the  Loyola 
Campus,”  according  to  James 
Braunstein ’02.  Karen  Gooley, '02 
said,  “1  definitely  support  any- 
thing that  increases  public  safety 
on  campus.  It’s  something  I’ve 
wanted  them  to  w'ork  on  for  a while 
now,  and  now  I know  if  1 see  Cam- 
pus Police  walking  around  with  the 
dog.  I’ll  feel  safe  for  once.”

Three  Biology  professors  prepare  to 
pursue  personal  reserach  next  year

Three  popular  professore  from 
the  Biology  department  will  be  on 
sabbadcal  starting  next  semester  Dr. 
Kirsten  Crossgrove,  an  Assistant 
Professor  who  earned  her  Ph.D.  at 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  I 
will  continue  pursuing  her  re- 
search into  controls  on  devel- 
opmental transitions. 

Her  current  research  focuses 
on  Dirofilaria  immitis,  a nema- 
tode that  causes  dog  heart- 
worm  disease.  The  D.  immitis 
undergoes  four  molts  during  its 
development  Onemoltistrig- 
gered  when  the  worm  Ls  trans- 
mitted from  a mosquito  to  a 
dog.  By  studying  how  this 
molt  is  initiated.  Crossgrove 
hopes  to  better  manage  such 
parasites  and  related  parasites  that 
infect  humaas. 

“As  a molecular  biologist.” 
Crossgrove  states,  “1  am  approach- 
ing this  question  by  asking  what 


genes  are  involved  in  the  initiation  of 
molting.” 

Dr.  Kim  Derrickson,  who  also 
earned  his  Ph.D.  from  the  University 
of  Pennsylvanui,  focuses  his  research 
on  the  bird  call,  particularly  tlie  evolu- 
tion of  complex  singing  behavior  like 
that  found  in  northern  mockingbirds. 
His  recent  field  research  involved  de- 


termining if  birds  have  perceptual 
abilities  that  allow  tliem  to  determine 
di.stances  between  themselves  if  one 
bird  is  not  vi.sible,  called  the  ranging 
mechanism.  His  future  expenments 


witli  tlie  wood  tlmsh  will  test  several 
assumptions  about  tlie  wood  tlirush 
and  will  concentrate  on  coaservalion 
issues,  including  the  impact  of  cow- 
bird  nest  panusitism  and  predation  by 
blue  jays  on  thrush  nest  success. 

Dr,  Donald  Keefer,  who  received  hLs 
Ph.D.  from  the  University  of  Nortlt 
Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  will  pursue  re- 
search on  his  new  interest:  the 
physiology  of  true  chameleons. 

Alter  more  tlian  20  years  spent 
studying  the  localization  of  estro- 
gen and  androgen  receptors  and 
pituitary  gland  and  various  hor- 
mone-sensitive cancers,  Keefer’s 
initial  efforts  will  be  directed  to  un- 
derstanding tlie  role  of  specific  vi- 
tamins and  iiu  tnents  in  repixx/uc- 
tion  and  die  role  of  incubation 
temperature  in  sex  determination. 
However,  nio.st  of  l)ie.se  crea- 
tures arc  only  found  in  Mada- 
giLScar  and  very  little  i.s  known 
about  them,  nutritionally  or  p.sycho- 
logiailly. 

The.se  three  professors  will  reiiini 
alter  theirsabbatieals  armed  witJi  new 
knowledge  to  share  with  students. 


Drs.  Kirsicn  Crossgrove,  KIni 
Derrickson,  and  Donald  Keefer  will  all 
take  sabbaticals  to  pursue  their  personal 
research.

The  more  I listen  to  the 
Pumpkins  now,  the  less  I hear 
the  intricate  guitar  work  and 
captivating  lyrics.  What  I hear 
now  is  whiny,  grating  squeal- 
ing. Billy  Corgan  sounds  like 
Piglet  in  the  Oscar  Meyer  fac- 
tory. 

Unfortunately,  1 did  not  hear 
much  different  when  1 listened 
to  new  record,  Miichina  / The 
Machines  of  God.  Though  the 
return  of  Jimmy  Chamberlain 
was  a welcome  sight  to  the 
Pumpkins  lineup,  unfortu- 
nately the  stylistic  changes  of 
the  post-Mc//fj/i  Collie  Pump- 
kins were  still  intact. 

Heavy  whining,  drum  loops 
(not  us  many  as  Adore,  but  .still 
enough  to  ensure  remixes,  at 
least  abroad),  and  synth-ga- 
lore  prove  that  the  Pumpkins 
have  not  strayed  far  from  their 
last  LP. 

That  being  said,  the  songs, 
at  least  some  ol'  them,  are 
pretty  groovy.  The  singles 
weren’t  too  bad.  Though  the 
first  single,  "The  Everlasting 
Gaze,”  had  that  incredibly- 
whiny  ‘‘Zero”-csque  part 
where  the  music  stops  and 
Billy  yelps  a cappclla,  the 
drums  (yes,  real  drums  in  this 
song)  sound  better  than  ever 

"Stand  Inside  Your  Love"  is 
currently  No.  4 and  moving  up 
on  the  Billboard'?,  Modern 
Rock  Charts.  "Try,  Try,  Try." 
“Raindrops  ' Sunshowers," 
and  “This  l ime,”  arc  all  de- 
cent. single-worthy  tunes. 

Of  course  there  arc  some 
worthless  songs  ("Blue  Skies

Erin  Brockovich  wins  big  in 
court  and  in  movie  theatres

Julia  Roberts  has  become  quite  the  star 
in  the  past  decade  or  so  since  she  first  hit 
the  scene  as  Vivian  Ward  in  Pretty  Womaix. 
The  once  no-name  actress  has  now 
sprung  into  a full-fledged  star,  earning, 
on  average.  S30  million  per  film.  In  her  lat- 
est film,  Erin  Brockovich,  Julia  Roberts 
lives  up  to  her  billing  as  one  of 
Hollywc^d’s  top  actors. 

Roberts  gives  a breathtaking  perfor- 
mance as  the  gaudy,  yet  intelligent 
Brockovich  who  takes  it  upon  herself  to 
expose  the  crimes  that  are  committed  by 
one  of  California’s  top  power  companies. 
Based  on  a true  story,  the  movie  begins 
with  Brockovich  in  dire  straits  as  an  out- 
of-work,  twice-divorced,  single  mother  of 
three  with  all  of  about  S70  to  her  name. 
After  getting  in  an  accident,  in  which  she 
was  not  at  fault,  she  fails  to  win  any  kind 
of  settlement. 

This  simply  worsens  her  situation.  As 
a last  ditch  effort,  she  pleads  with  her  at- 
torney, Ed  Masry  (Albert  Finney),  to  hire 
Brockovich  at  his  law  firm.  Masry,  though 
reluctant  at  first  to  employ  her.  in  the  end 
makes  her  his  assistant.  While  working 
for  Masry,  Brockovich  discovers  some 
medical  files  included  in  a real  estate  file. 
Confused,  she  begins  to  find  out  why 
they  were  placed  in  the  file. 

After  convincing  her  boss  to  allow  her 
to  investigate  the  matter,  she  discovers  a 
cover-up  involving  contaminated  water  in 
a local  community.  This  tatinled  water  is 
causing  life-threatening  illness  among  its 


residents.  The  support  of  her  next-door 
neighbor  George  (Aaron  Eckhart).  a 
Harley  Davidson  rider,  allows  Brockovich 
the  time  to  pursue  the  case.  In  the  end. 
with  the  help  of  the  townspeople  and  a 
major  law  firm.  Brockovich  and  Masry  go 
on  to  win  a S330  million  settlement,  the 
largest  ever  paid  in  a direct-action  law- 
suit in  the  history  of  the  United  Slates. 

I must  admit  that,  going  into  this  film,  1 
had  a feeling  that  it  was  just  going  to  be 
another  Civil  Action  or  The  Insider,  in 
which  a feisty  young  lawyer,  with  the  help 
of  some  hard-to-come-by  arguments, 
manages  to  topple  a huge  industrial  cor- 
poration in  a sort  of  David  versus  Goliath 
struggle.  Although  Erin  Brockovich  is 
not  too  unlike  these  other  movies,  direc- 
tor Steven  Soderbergh,  along  with  pro- 
ducers Danny  DeVito.  Michael  Shamberg, 
and  Stacey  Sher,  managed  to  keep  it  origi- 
nal. 

What  struck  me  the  most  was  the  act- 
ing. Roberts  and  Finney,  along  with  the 
rest  of  the  cast,  played  their  parts  so  well 
that  they  manage  to  push  all  of  the  view- 
ers’ emotional  buttons  from  laughter  to 
tears  and  joy  to  despair.  Erin  Brockovich 
turns  out  to  be  quite  a roller  coaster  ride 
for  the  emotions  and,  when  the  movie  is 
over,  it  makes  you  want  to  hop  right  back 
in  line  and  ride  it  all  over  again. 

In  the  end,  1 would  highly  recommend 
this  movie  to  anyone  who  enjoys  leaving 
the  theater  feeling  like  you  can  take  on 
the  world.  As  lame  as  that  might  sound, 
that’s  that  way  I felt  after  seeing  Erin 
Brockovich,  and  for  me,  that  makes  for  a 
pretty  dam  good  movie.

It  was  a gritty  game,  and  the 
Hounds  pulled  it  out  with  an  1 1- 
1 0 win.  Battista  scored  three  goals, 
giving  him  a total  of  eight  on  the 
year. 

His  three  goals  highlighted  a 
six-goal  Loyola  run  that  allowed 
the  Greyhounds  to  fight  back  from 
a 4-1  deficit,  and  take  control  of 


the  game. 

"I  thought  Michael  was  the  best 
player  on  the  field  during  the  Duke 
game.  Not  only  on  the  offensive 
end.  but  on  defense,  in  faceoffs 
and  with  leadership,”  Coach  Dave 
Cottle  said. 

The  team  is  now  ranked  third  in 
the  country  after  their  impressive 
start,  but  they  are  not  letting  that 
affect  them. 

“We  know  we  can  get  beaten  at 
any  time,"  said  Battista,  “but  we 
also  know  we  can  compete  with 
anyone.” 

After  last  year’s  shocking  loss 
following  an  unbeaten  regular 
season,  the  team  is  playing  it  safe.

Last  year,  Loyola  was  com- 
ing off  one  of  their  biggest  victo- 
ries of  the  season,  a !4-5  win  at 
rival  Johns  Hopkins,  when  the 
Fighting  Irish  came  to  Curley  Field 
and  nearly  knocked  off  the  unde- 
feated Greyhounds. 

This  season.  Loyola,  who  was 
still  riding  a high  from  last 
weekend’s  I I-IO  win  over  Duke, 
got  no  such  scare. 

Senior  Mike  Battista  and  junior 
Bobby  Horsey  tallied  three  goals 
and  two  assists  each,  and  the 
Greyhounds  defense  held  14th- 
ranked  Notre  Dame  (3-2)  scoreless 
until  late  in  the  third  period  as 
Loyola  dominated  Notre  Dame  1 2- 
2 

In  the  victory.  Loyola,  whose 
record  climbed  to  4-0.  continued 
two  trends,  their  NCAA  record 
regular-season  winning  streak  and 
their  dominance  over  Notre  Dame. 
The  Greyhounds  now  have  won 
27  straight  regular-season  games, 
and  beaten  Notre  Dame  in  all  10 
career  meetings. 

Loyola  wasted  no  time  in  put- 


ting away  the  Fighting  Irish,  surg- 
ing to  a 2-0  first  quarter  lead,  and  a 
10-0  halftime  lead 

The  Greyhounds  did  much  of 
the  damage  in  the  second  period 
with  eight  goals  from  six  different 
players.  Leading  the  Greyhound 
charge  was  Horsey,  who  con- 
nected for  three  first-half  goals, 
giving  him  seven  on  the  season. 
Battista,  who  now  has  1 1 goals, 
and  David  Fields  were  also  among 
a host  of  Hounds  who  beat  Notre 
Dame  goalie  Kirk 
Howell  in  the  first 
half. 

“Defenses  can’t 
concentrate  on 
any  one  person 
too  hard  in  our  of- 
fense,” said 
sophomore 
Michael  Sullivan,  who  notched  his 
sixth  goal  of  the  season  against 
the  Irish.  “It’s  good  to  know  some- 
one is  going  to  step  up.” 

Also  stepping  up  was  the 
Loyola  defense  and  goalies  Jason 
Born  (14  saves)  and  Mark 
Bloomquist  (four  saves).  Notre 
Dame  did  not  get  on  the  board 
until  Chris  Young  scored  off  a Todd 
Ulrich  assist  with  1;30  left  in  the 
third  stanza,  but  that  was  too  little 
too  late  as  Loyola  held  a 1 0- 1 lead 
heading  into  the  last  period. 


After  Loyola  was  held  scoreless 
in  the  third,  they  started  the  fourth 
quarter  with  two  goals,  before 
Notre  Dame’s  John  Flandina 
closed  out  the  scoring  in  the  12-2 
final. 

The  two  goals  that  Notre  Dame 
scored  marked  the  second  lowest 
goal  total  in  a game  in  the  1 9-year 
history  of  the  program. 

For  the  Greyhounds,  comple- 
menting Battista  and  Horsey’s 
combined  six-goal  and  four-assist

effort  were  Field’s  two  goals,  and 
one  each  by  Sullivan,  D.J.  Knott, 
Tim  Goetteimann,  and  Gavin 
Prout.  Sullivan  added  two  assists, 
and  Knott,  Gunnar  Goetteimann, 
and  David  Mascarella  each  re- 
corded one  assist. 

In  other  action  last  week,  the 
Greyhounds  recorded  their  big- 
gest win  of  the  young  season  in  a 
thrilling  11-10  victory  over  the 
fourth-ranked  and  previously  un- 
defeated Duke  Blue  Devils. 

The  key  to  the  victory  was  the 


gutsy  effort  of  the  undersized 
Loyola  defense.  Already  play- 
ing without  injured  senior  Joe 
Rodrigues,  juniors  David  Metz 
and  Billy  Armstrong,  and 
sophomore  Bryan  England  con- 
tained Duke’s  vaunted  offen- 
sive attack. 

“The  defense  really  won  the 
game  for  us,”  said  Sullivan,  who 
put  home  three  goals  for  the 
Greyhounds.  “These  guys  have 
been  great  all  year.” 

“No  question, 
the  game  would 
depend  on 
whether  our  un- 
dersized guys 
could  play  their 
guys.  They  really 

competed.  I 

thought  we  really 
hustled,"  said  Coach  Dave 
Cottle.  “When  you  give  an  ef- 
fort the  way  we  did,  if  you  are 
even  close  on  talent,  you  usu- 
ally will  win  the  game.” 

After  Prout,  who  was  coming 
off  a six-goal,  three- assist  effort 
against  Hofstra  a week  before, 
scored  just  16  seconds  into  the 
game,  Duke  countered  with  four 
unanswered  goals  to  take  a 4- 1 
lead  into  the  second  quarter. 

It  was  obvious  the  Grey- 
hounds needed  a jumpstart,  and 


senior  captain  Battista  proved  to  be 
just  the  man  to  give  it  to  them.  Loyola 
scored  the  game's  next  six  goals  to 
give  them  a 5-4  halftime  lead,  and 
much  of  the  credit  belongs  to 
Battista. 

The  speedy  all-around  midfielder 
scored  three  goals  during  the  run, 
and  stymied  the  Blue  Devils  with  his 
tireless  work  ethic  on  both  sides  of 
the  field. 

“I  think  he’s  the  best  middie  in  the 
country,”  Sullivan  said.  “He  just 
turned  the  game  around,  and  that’s 
what  senior  captains  are  supposed 
to  do.  He  fun  to  play  with  and  he’s 
definitely  fun  to  watch.” 

Also  scoring  in  that  six-goal  run 
was  Sullivan  with  two  and  Tim 
Goetteimann  with  one  goal.  How- 
ever. Duke  refused  to  quit,  and  they 
got  back  into  the  game  during  the 
third  stanza. 

Chris  Hartofillis  and  Greg  Patchak 
scored  back-to-back  goals,  cutting 
Loyola’s  lead  to  7-6.  After  Sullivan’s 
third  goal,  Duke’s  Chris  Kakel  scored 
an  extra-man  goal  to  cut  the  lead  to 
8-7  at  the  end  of  the  third. 

The  Blue  Devils  owe  much  of  their 
comeback  to  their  performance  on 
face-offs.  They  controlled  17-25 
faceoffs  against  Loyola,  whose  lop 
face-off  man  Joe  Maier  left  the  game 
with  a concussion  in  the  second  half.
